4.—To receive and act upon the reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the Town. 


Art. 5.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray ‘Town charges for the coming year and appropriate the 
same.

ArT. 6.—To act upon the list of Jurors as prepared by the 
Registrars. 


Art. %7.—To see what the Town will do with the money re- 
ceived from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ArT. 8.—'T’o see if the Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


ART, 9.—T’o see if the Town will employ a Superintendent of 
Schools, and raise money for his salary. 


Art. 10.—To see if the Town will raise five per cent or any 
fixed per cent on account of Town Grant, State and County 
Tax, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on or 
before Aug. 1, 1907. 


ArT. 11.—To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for Town purposes, giving the Town’s note there- 
for.

Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor having attended to 
their duties as defined by the Statutes, and in accordance with 
the instructions of the Town, respectfully submit the following 
report. The record of the work of your Town Officials has 
been examined and passed upon by your Auditor. The work in 
the different departments of town affairs and the attendant 
expense of each will appear in detail in their proper places. We 
leave it for your consideration, trusting that whatever merits 
your approval will receive it, otherwise be justly criticised. 

In July one of our Board, Charles E. Bardwell, was overtaken 
by sickness, and later, in October, was cut down by the grim 
reaper, Death, and we were obliged to go on with the duties of 
the Board without the cheer of his presence or the helpfulness 
of his counsel. A little later in the year a near neighbor, Willis 
F. Waite, very recently a member of this Board, was visited by 
a heavy hand, and he, too, has gone,—two men in the rich 
maturity of middle life, possessing those qualities that go to 
make up a useful and an honorable citizenship. While we 
recognize that it may be said that a Town Report is hardly a 
place for eulogy, yet it seems quite significant, it being without 
a precedent in the history of the Town that a Selectman has 
died in office. It seems fitting that we should pay our homely 
tribute to the memory of these men, to express our admiration 
for their virtues, to bear testimony to the large worth and 
importance of every-day duty, to the meaning of the men who do 
the next thing that needs to be done, does it without noise, 
parade or display. The absence of Mr. Bardwell from our 
meetings emphasized the loss we sustained as a Board, 
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POOR. 


Those dependent upon the charities of the Town have been 
assisted according to their several needs. The Wagner family, 
removed to South Hadley Falls last October, have not been 
aided since they went until last week, aid being rendered by the 
Overseers of the Poor of South Hadley at this time. The Court 
has not rendered a decision yet in the suit of Whately vs. Hat- 
field, tried at the sitting last November, to fix the liability of 
their support. 

Edgar Belden was accepted as a State pauper and sent to 
Tewksbury in January, 1906, but he returned to Mr. Walter 
Cooley’s last spring, to assist Mr. Cooley in his farm work. He 
has been aided to the amount of $38.93 up to January 1, 1907. 
This amount is to be reimbursed by the State. 


HIGHWAYS. 


Mr. Bardwell assumed the responsibility of the repairs on the 
Highways. ‘The Roads were looked «after fairly well in the 
early part of the year. Owing to Mr. Bardwell’s illness, in the 
late summer and fall they were neglected. With the scarcity of 
help, it was difficult to find teams and men to do the work. 

We have given in our report in some of the departments the 
amount appropriated. In some no appropriation ismade. State 
Aid, Old Bills, State Highway Repairs, Discount on Taxes.

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Report of School Committee. 


The Committee submits the following report : 

Our school buildings are all in good condition and only a few 
ordinary repairs will have to be made next year. The one at 
Kast Whately is crowded to the limit, and before long something 
will have to be done in the way of enlargement. Instead of 
spending much more money here, we would suggest the town 
erect a central building large enough to accommodate all the 
children of the town and transport them to it. Other towns 
are doing it successfully, and there is no good reason why we 
should stick to the old district system. 

The school at North Centre had become so small we thought 
it best for the pupils and the town to consolidate that district 
with the South Centre. This made transportation for most of 
them necessary. It has been our policy to transport only those 
we inconvenienced. Some live as near or nearer South Centre 
than they do North Centre, and there was no good reason for 
transporting. 

The attendance of many children at school is very irregular. 
They are kept at home for work or some other poor reason. We 
suggest the town appropriate the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) 
for the Truant Officer, so that it will make it worth while for 
him to look after such cases. 

The Superintendent’s report, which follows, thoroughly covers 
the ground of the school-room work, so it is not necessary to 
enter into a detailed account of the same here. 
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We recommend the following appropriations :

Superintendent's Report. 


To the School Committee of Whately: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith present to you and to the people of 
Whately my fourth annual report. In this report, I shall 
attempt to state briefly the conditions, Work, and needs of the 
schools of the town. 

With one exception, which will be discussed later, few changes 
of unusual importance have taken place since the last report 
was printed, but the work has gone on steadily and quietly, with 
a fair degree of success. ‘This is as it should be, for no system 
of schools can be successful if subjected to too frequent changes 
in organization or of policy on the part of the governing board. 
On the other hand, those in charge of the schools must ever be 
on the alert to grasp new ideas and to utilize them whenever 
possible. A wise, progressive spirit must animate all school 
activities. ‘To be satisfied with the same conditions year after 
year means nothing but retrogression and decay. What was 
‘‘good enough” ten years ago, or last year, or last week, is not 
good enough to-day. The spirit of progressive conservatism 
that has characterized the action of the Committee during the 
last year will, if continued, do much for our schools in the years 
tocome. Such policy is entirely at variance with that some- 
times displayed in communities where every undesirable feature 
of the management, however trivial, is made the basis of bitter 
attack, too often animated more by a desire for personal or polit- 
ical aggrandizement than by a wish to do the best possible for 
the children of the town. 
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The change previously referred to is the union of the two 
Center schools in one building. I believe that this is one of the 
most important improvements that has been made during my 
acquaintance with the schools. It is important not only for its 
immediate effect upon the work being done but also for the 
effect it should have upon the future policy of school manage- 
ment in the town. | 

In a previous report, I stated the objections to the old system 
under which two schools of the same rank were maintained for 
children living near the center of the town. Briefly, these 
objections can be summarized by saying that the plan involved 
a great waste of time and effort. While the classes in each case 
were small, the number of such classes was great, and a teacher 
could devote but a very few minutes to each one. ‘Twenty, or 
even ten years ago a much smaller number of subjects were 
required to be taught in school and the need of careful grading 
was correspondingly less important. 

Under the new arrangement, each teacher has but half the 
number of classes to instruct and, while they are larger, the 
time she can devote to each one is practically doubled. ‘This 
consideration is of especial importance in the lower grades, 
where pupils must have individual attention if they are to make 
proper advancement. Unless they do have this attention, the 
chances are that they will develop habits of idleness and care- 
lessness that will follow them through their school life and 
beyond. The aim of our schools is to fit the children for their 
future work, and, to do this, there must be as little waste of 
time and effort as possible. Therefore, as conditions change, 
the schools must make corresponding changes or else lag behind 
and cease to fulfil their purpose. 

I do not mean to contend that the present arrangement for 
the Center schools is ideal. In fact, there are several faults 
that need correcting, but these relate more to detail than to the 
general plan. Only time and conscientious effort on the part of 
those interested in the welfare of the schools can eliminate 
them. At the same time, the fact remaius that a step, and that 
an important one, has been taken in the right direction, 
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It should not be necessary to argue this from a theoretical 
point of view. The experiment has been made and results in 
the school room more than justify the change. One has but to 
visit the school and note the increased application of the pupils 
and the more healthful spirit animating the school generally, 
to be convinced that consolidation, at least to this extent, isa 
good thing. I trust that no radical change will be made in the 
present arrangement until a suitable building has been erected 
in the Street for the accommodation of the children living within 
reasonable distance. 

The subject of transportation is one that is demanding the 
attention of every rural town in the state, and one that wiil 
become of increasing importance in this town with each succeed- 
ing year. It must, therefore, be studied carefully. Local 
conditions must determine how much or how little of it shall be 
done. ‘Transportation, carried to excess, is, of course, an evil, 
but within moderate limits, economy and the welfare of the 
schools demand it. <A great many of the arguments advanced 
against transporting children have no foundation in fact, but 
the distance that they can be carried with profit is limited. 
Beyond this limit, the increased advantages derived from con- 
centration are more than offset by the disadvantages of the long 
ride. However, the experieuce of surrounding towns proves 
that, with a school building centrally located, our system of 
transportation could be considerably extended to the betterment 
of the schools. It is to be hoped that the time is not far distant 
when this can be done. 

So far as equipment is concerned, I believe that the schools, 
while not possessing everything that might be desired, are well 
supplied with books and materials for successful work. The 
only change that I would recommend at this time is that of text- 
books in Arithmetic. Several series of books, superior in many 
ways, have recently come upon the market, and it would be well 
to substitute one of these for those now in use. The old books 
have never been entirely satisfactory in many respects, but until 
recently none were obtainable that were not themselves equally 
open to objections. 

The work in Music and Drawing has been continued on the 
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same general plan as last year, and remarkably good results have 
been obtained. The reports of the Supervisors of these branches 
are given later in this report. 

With the beginning of this school year the state law went into 
effect requiring the teachers to test the sight and hearing of their 
pupils. This has been done throughout the town and some 
surprising discoveries have been made. In some cases children 
with supposedly normal vision have been found so defective as 
to render them almost incapable of doing the work of their 
classes. In general, children have not been reported to their 
parents as requiring the attention of a specialist unless consider- 
ably below normal, but the tests have revealed to the teachers 
many who were slightly defective and so in need of special atten- 
tion from the teachers themselves. Herein lies one of the bene- 
fits to be derived from this inspection. Below is given a sum- 
mary of results :

The law also requires the School Committee to appoint one or 
more physicians to inspect the schools of the town and to whom 
suspected cases of contagious diseases may be referred. ‘This 
part of the law cannot be carried into effect until the town bas 
appropriated money for that purpose. Such appropriation should 
be made at the coming town meeting. The expense of inspec- 
tion, in places where it is now in force, has been found to be not 
far from $15 per thousand of population, but I would recom- 
mend that an appropriation of $25 be made in order to meet any 
unexpected conditions that may arise, as, for example, an epi- 
demic of contagious diseases. 

Several plans are now in use in various places, but I believe 
that the following will meet our needs: 

The duties of the school physician shall be: 

(1) To examine, at least once a year, every pupil, ‘‘ to ascer- 
tain if he is suffering from any disability or defect (other than 
sight and hearing) tending to prevent his receiving the full 
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benefit of his school work or requiring a modification of the 
school work to prevent injury to the child.” 

(2) ‘To report any such disability or defect to the parent or 
guardian of the child. 

(3) ‘To examine promptly and report upon any suspected 
case of contagious disease reported to him by a teacher or school 
official. 

(4) To make such further examination of school buildings 
and grounds as the health of the pupils may require, and to 
report on the same. 

These provisions will, I think, carry out the intent of the law, 
but I would also recommend that more attention be given to 
enforcing the law in regard to vaccination. The steady influx 
of foreigners, who have small regard to quarantine restrictions, 
makes an outbreak of small-pox increasingly possible and dan- 
gerous. a 

In concluding this report, I wish to express to the members of 
this Committee my appreciation of the many considerations and 
courtesies shown me in my work, and for the support exercised 
in upholding the welfare of the schools,- I wish, also, to thank 
the parents for the interest manifested during the year, and the 
teachers for their unfailing loyalty.
